The  number  of  Camps  occupied  during  the  season  was  15, 
aocor.imodatiigg  approximately  1  ,000  persons.  These  were 
inspected  before,  during  and  after  picking  and  the 
appropriate  bye-law  notices  were  issued.  The  total  number 
of  huts  in  the  Camps  was  350;  of  these  90  are  new,  constructed 
from  breeze  or  concrete  blocks  v/ith  corrugated  asbestos 
roofs;  the  remainder  were  constructed  from  weather-boarding 
and  corr-'jgated  iron.  11  of  the  Camps  have  main  water 
supplies  from  stand-pipes.  Receptacles  for  refuse  are 
provided  and  empitied  by  the  farmers.  Brick  fire-places  are 
erected  o.t  most  of  the  Camps  but  many  Campers  still  prefer 
an  open-fire  for  cooking.  The  earth-closets  were  generally 
kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  total  nujuber  of 
inspections  made  ?/as  62.
